SCHOOL REPORT.

In compliance with the provisions of Chapters 82 and 85 of the 
Jaws of 1867, I submit the following report of the condition of the 
public schools in the town of South Hampton for the year 1870: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


This school had the largest number of pupils, made excellent pr og- 
ress in their studies, and was a superior school. Both terms were 
taught by Miss Goodwin, the same teacher employed last year. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


This school was taught by Miss Woodman, a teacher of the most, 
experience of any employed in the town, who fully maintained her 
reputation as a teacher during the summer term. The winter, term. 
was taught by Miss Purington, a young lady of good qualifications. — 
I called the attention of a majority of the leading men in the district 
to the bad condition of the house, and received the assurance that it 
should be attended to immediately, as it must have been very uncom- 
fortable for young children during the cold weather. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


_ The summer term of this school was taught by Miss Green. The 
winter term by Miss Brown; the number of pupils was small which 
gave the teacher more time for explanations making greater progress _ 
in their studies. 
R EMARKS. . 

Your schools have had the good fortune, the past year, to droid dis- 
agreements or troubles between teachers and pupils—none having 
come, to the notice of your committee—showing, conclusively, that 
parents are taking @ greater interest in the education of their children. 
They must know that education is the only hope of making the prin- 
ciples of our government permanent, all other means in. other coun-. 
tries having been total failures. That 4 well organized school sys- 
tem will have more power to give each and all a chance for the en- 
joyment of life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, than all the 
standing armies and military laws ever known, all must admit.—. 
Therefore, all should make it a part of their duty to see that nothing 
is left undone, that will forward the interests of our common schools.
